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222—13.4(304A) Advisory committees.   Advisory committees shall be formed to provide advice and
counsel to the arts division and principal users. Advisory committees shall include the following:

13.4(1) AISB program advisory committee. The AISB program advisory committee shall be
appointed by the administrator to advise the arts division and other state agencies on the overall
operation of the AISB program. The committee shall meet at the discretion of the administrator.
Committee members shall include representatives of the general services enterprise of the department
of administrative services; the departments of human services, natural resources, corrections, and
transportation; the board of regents; the Iowa legislature; professional artists; public arts and design arts
professionals; and private citizens.

13.4(2) AISB project advisory committee. The administrator, in consultation with the principal
user, shall appoint an AISB project advisory committee for each AISB project. The AISB project
advisory committee shall be charged with the responsibility of recommending the type of purchase
program appropriate for the building and budget, method of selecting the artist or artwork, placement
of the artwork in the building, and selection of artwork to purchase or selection of the artist for
commission. The AISB project advisory committee shall act only as an advisor with final decisions
made by the state agency, in consultation with the arts division.

13.4(3) Board of regents AISB project advisory committees shall be appointed by the board of
regents.
